THL UNANTMOUS DECLARATION OF THE THIRTFEN UNYTPRD STAATES OF SMERIC A 
IN CONGRESS ASS MBLED. 


Whena, tm the course of human events, m becomes necessary for 
one people to dissolve the political bands which have connected them 
with anothes, and to assume amony the powers of the earth the 
separate and equal station to which the Jaws of nature and of 
nature’s God entitle them, a decent respeet to the opmions of man- 
hind requires that they should declare the eauses which mmpel them 
to the separation j 

We hold these truths to be self-evident; that all men are ereated 
cqual that they are endowed by then Greator with certain una- 
henable rights, that among these are hfe, hiberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness, that, to secure these rights, governments are instituted, 
among men, deriving their just powers from the consent of the go- 
verned, that, whenever any form of government becomes destruc- 
tive of these ends, 1 1s the right of the people te alter or abolsh 
it, and to institute new government, laying its foundation on, sych 
principles, and oa ganizing its powers in such form, as to them Shall 
seem most likely to effect their safety and happiness Prudence, 
indeed, will dictate that governments long established should not ‘ 
be changed for hght and transient causes, and, accordingly, all ex- 
perience hath shown that mankind are more disposed to.suffer, while 
evils are sufferable, than to right themselves by abolishing the forms 
to which they are accustomed But when a long train of abuses 
and usurpations, pursuing invariably the same object, evinces. a 
design to reduce them under absolute despotism, itis their right, it 
i their duty, toy throw off such government, dnd to provide tew 
guards for their future security Such has been the patient’ suffer - 
ance of these colonies, and such ıs now the necessity which con- 
strains them to alter thax former system of goverment. Th‘ 
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history of the present hing of Great Britain is a history of repeated 
injuries and usurpations, all having in direct object the cstablish- 
ment of an absolute tyranny over these States To prove this, Jet 
tacts be submitted to a candid world — 

He has refused his assent to laws the most whalesome and neces- 
sary fer the public guod. 

He has forbidden his governors to pass laws of immediate and 
pressing importance, unless susperdacd in their operation nll} rs 
assent should be obtained, and, when so suspended, he has utterly 
neglected to attend to them 

He has refused to pass other laws for the accommodation of larse 
disurets of people, untess those people would relingnish the righe of 
yepresentation in the legislature—a nunt iesumable to thim cnd 
turniaable to tyrants only 

He has called together legislative bodies at places unusual vrn- 
eomtortable, and distant from the repusitoy yf thar public reeares 


jor the sole purpose of fatiguing thim mto comphance with fs 
Ge AsUICS. 
He has dissolved repiesentauye houses repeatedly for opposing 
with manly firmncss his anvasions on the nehts of the people 
He lias refused, for a long time atkı such dissolugions, to Cause 
others to be elected, whereby the legisituve powers, incapable ot 
wpnibilation, have retuned to the people at large for their ¢xe1ciee— 
the State remaming, in the meanume, (posed to all the dangers of 
invasion from, without and convulsions within 
He has endeavored to picvent the population of these States—for 
that purpose obstrucung the laws for naturalization of foreigners, re- 
fusing to pass o..ers to cucomage Chur migration lather, and ialeing 
the conditions of new apprupatations ut lands 
Tle has obstructed the admimsuauen of justice, by refusing his 
- assent to laws for establishing judiciary powers 
He has made judges dependent on his will alone for the tenure of 
their offices and tle amount acd piy ment of then salaries 
He has erected amulutude of new offices, and sent hither swarms 
of officers to harass ow people and cat out their substance 
He has kept among ws, m umes of peace, standing armies, with- 


* ont the consent of our legislatures 


He has affected to render the military independent of, and supe- 
1101 fa, the civil power 

He has combined with others to subject us to a jurisdiction foreign 
to our constitution, and unacknowledged by our laws—giving his 
assent+o their acts of pretended legislation 

Forquartering large bodies of armed troops among us, 

For protecting them, by a mock tual, fiom punishment for any 
murders which they should commit on the inhabitants ot these 


States; 
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Fo. cutting off om trade with all parts of the world; 

For mposing tixes on us without out consent, 

For depriving us, m many cases, ot the benetits of tna! by jury. 

kor transporuny us beyond seas to be tried for pretended odences. 

Fur abohshing ibe free system ot English laws ina neighbormy 
province, establishing therein an arbitrary government, and en 
larsiny its boundaries, so as torender tt at once an example and fit 
lnsfrument tor mtroducine the same absolute rule mto these colonies, 

For takiny away ow charters, abolishing our most valuable laws, 
and altering, tundamentally, the forms of our governments, 

For suspending onr own legislatures, and declanng themselves 
invested’ with power to learsl ite for us in all cases whatsoever. 

. He has abhicated government here by declaring us out of his pro- 

tecuon and waving war agamst us ; 

He has plundered our seas, 1avaged our coasts, barnt our towns, 
and destioyed the fives of our people 

He as it this tme trinsporting large armies of foreign mercenaries 
to complete the works of death, desolation, and tyranny, alfeady 
bez, with cireumstances of cruelty and perfidy scarcely paralleled 
inthe most barbarous aues, and tutally unworthy the head ot a 
cutheed nattun 

Hic his constrained our fellow enizens, taken captive on the high 
secas, to bear aims against their country tobecome the executioners 
ot then tnends and brethren, or to tall themselves by then hands 

He has excited domestic insurrections among us, and has end a- 
vored to bring on the inhabitants ot our fronueis the merciless In- 
dian savages whose known rule of warfare 1s an undistraguished 
cestruction of all aves, sexes, and conditions 

In every stage of these oppressions, we have petitioned for redress 
m the most humble terms Our repeated pentions have been an- 
swered only by repeated injury. A prince, whose character is thus 
mathe | by every act which may debne a tyrant, is unfit to be the 
ruler of a free people 

Not have we been wanting im attentions to our British brethren 
We have warned them, from time to time, of attempts, by then 
legislatme, to extend an unwarrantable jurisdiction over us. We 
have Lemmded them of the circumstances of our emgration and 'set- 
tlement heie. We have appealed to their native justi¢e and magna- 
nimity, and we have conjured them, by fhe ties of our common 
kindred, to disavow these uswipations, which would mevitably in- 
te1rupt our connexions and correspondence. They, too, have been 
deaf to the voice of justice and of consanguinity. We must, there- 
fore, acquiesce in the necessity which denounces our séparation, dnd 
hold them, as we hold the rest of mankind, enemies in war, in 
peace, friends.

We, therefore, the representatives of the United States of Ame- 
rica, m general Congress assembled, appealing to the Supreme 
Judge of the World fer the rectatude of our intentions, dé, in the 
name, and by the authority of the good ple of these colonies, 
solemnly publish and declare that these United Colonies are, and 
of right ought to be, free and imdependent states, that they are 
absolved from all allegiance to the British crown, and that all po- 
litical connexion between them and the state of Great Britan 1s, and 
ought to be, totally dissolved, and that, as free and independent 
states, they have full power to levy war, conclude peace, contract 
alliances, establish commerce, and do all other acts and things 
which independent states may of rightdo. And for the support of 
this declaration, with a firm relance on the protection of Divine 
Providence, we mutually pledge toeaeh other our lives, our fortunes, 
and our sacred honor.

ARTICLES OF CONFEDERATION. 


TO ALE TO WHOM THESE PRESENTS SHALL COME, WE, THE UNDERSIGNED, 
DELEGATES OF THE STATES AFFIXED TO OUR NAMES, SEND GREETING 


Whereas, the delegates of the Umted States of America in Con- 
gress assembled, did, on the fifteenth day of November, in the year 
of ow Lord one thousand seven hundred and seventy-seven, and in 
the second year of the independence of America, agree to certain arti- 
eles of confederation and perpetual Union between the States of 
New Hampshire, Massachusetts Bay, Rhode Island and Providence 
Plantations, Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, Maryland, Virgima, North Carolina, South Carolina, and 


Georgia, in the words following, viz.— 


Articles of Confederation and perpetual Union between the States of 
New Hampshire, Massachusetts Bay, Rhode Island and Providence 
Plantations, Connecticut, New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, Maryland, Virgina, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
and Georga 


ARTICLE I. 
The style of this confederacy shall be, “The United States of 
America ” 
ARTICLE II 


Each state retains its sovereignty, freedom, and mdependence, 
and every power, jurisdiction, and ight, which is not by this con- 
federation expressly delegated to the United States m Congress 


assembled. 
ARTICLE IIL 


The said states hereby severally enter into a firm league of friend- 
ship with each other for their common defence, the security of then 
liberties, and their mutual and general welfare; binding themselves 
to assist each other against all force offered to, or attacks made 
upon them, or any of them, on account of religion, sovereignty, 
trade, or any other pretence whatever

A ARTICLE VII. 


When land forces are raised by any state for the common defence, 
all officers of or under the rank of colonel, shall be appointed by 
the legislature of each state respectively, by whom such forces shall 
be raised, or in such manner as such state shall direct, and all va- 
cancies shall be filled up by thestate which first made the appoint- 
ment. 


ARTICLE VJI. 


Allcharges of war, and all other expenses that shall be incur ed, 
for the common defence or general welfare, and allowed hy the 
United States, in Congress assembled, shall be defrayed out of a 
common treasury, which shall be supplied by the several states in 
proportion to the value of all land within each state granted to or 
surveyed for any person, as such land and the buildings and'im- 
provements thereon shall beestimated according to such mode as the 
United States, ın Congress assembled, shall from time to time 
direct and appoint. 

The taxes for paying that proportion shall be laid and levied by 
the authority and direction of the legislatures of the several states, 
within the time agreed upon by the United States, in Congress as- 


sembled. 
ARTICLE IX. ‘a 


- The United States, in Congress assembled, shall have the sole 
and exclusive right and power of determining’ on peace and war, ex- 
cept in thé cases fnentionéd in the sixth article—of-sending and 
receiving ambassors—entering into treaties and alliances; provided, 
that no treaty of commerce shall be made whereby the legislative: 
power of the respective states shall be restrained from imposing 
such imposts and duties on foreigners as their own people are sub- 
jected to,’ or from prohibiting the exportation or importation of any 
spécies. of goods or commodities whatsoever—of establishing rules 
for deciding in all cases, what captures on land or water shall be 
Jegal, and in what manner prizes taken by land or naval forces in 
the servicé of the United States shall be divided or appropriated— 
of granting letters of marque and reprisal in times of peate—ap- 
pointing courts for! the trial of piracies and felonies cordmitted- on’ 
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the high seas, and éstablishing courts for receiving and determining 
finally appeals in all cases of captures: provided, that no member 
of Congress shall be appointed a judge of any of the-said courts. 

The United States, in Congress assembled, shall also-be: the last 
resort on appeal in all disputes and differences now subsisting; or 
that , hereafter may arise, between two, or more states ‘concerning 
boundary, jurisdiction, 01 any other cause whatever; which. author- 
ity shall always be exercised im the manner following:--Whenever 
the legislative or executive authority or lawful agent of any state iti 
controyersy with another shall presenta petition to Congress, stating 
the matter in question, and praying for a hearing, notice theréof 
shall be mven by orde) of Congress to the legislative or: execuhve 
authority of the other state m controversy, and a day assigned for 
the appearance of the parties, by their lawful agents. who shall 
then be directed to appoint by joint consent commissioners or judges 
to constitute a court for hearmg and determining thematter m ques- 
tion; but if they cannot agree, Congress shall name three persons 
out of each of the United States, and from the list of such persons 
each party shall alternately strike out one, the petitioners beginning 
until the number shall be 1educed to thirteen; and from that num- 
ber notless than seven œ more than nine names, as Congress shall 
direct, shall, in the presence of Congiess, be drawn out by lot; and 
the persons whose names shall be so drawn, or any five of them, 
shall be cammissioneis or judges, to hear and finally dete: mine the 
contioversy, so always as a major part of the judges, who shall 
hear the cause, shall agyee in the determination. and if eitlier paty 
shall neglect to attend atthe day appointed, without showing rea- 
sons which Congress shall judge sufficient, or being present shall re- 
fuse to strike, the Congress shall proceed to nominate three persons 
aut-of each state, and the secretary of Congress shall strike in behalf 
of such party absent or-refusing; and the judgment and sentence of 
the court, to be appointed in the manner before prescribed, shall be 
final and cqnelusive, and if any of the parties shall refuse to submit 
tothe authority of such court, or toappear, or defend their claim or 
cause, the court shall nevertheless proceed:to pronounce sentence or 
judgment, which shall m hke manner be fial and decisive,’ the 
judgment. or sentence and other, proceedings, bemg m either case 
transmitted to Congiess, and lodged among the acts of Congress 
for-the,secunity of the parties concerned; .posjded, that every com- 
missioner, before he sits in yadgment, shall take an qath, to be'ad4 
ministered by one of the jndvesof the supreme or superioy;court, of 
the state,, where the, cause shall be tried, “‘vell and fruly teshear 
and determinethe.matter, in question, agbording to the bést of lus 
judgment, without: favor, affection, or hope, of reward:” provided 
also, ‘that. no state shall.be ‘deprived of territory for thé benefit of 
the United States.

requisite to delay the expenses of the said office; apptinting all 
officers of the land forces m the service of the United States, exeept! 
ing regimental officers, appainting all the officer's of the naval forees, 
and commissiomay all ofhcers whatever im the service of the United 
States; making rules for the government and regulation of the said 
land andnaval forces, and diructing theur operations. to 

The United States, m congress assembled, shall have authoril¥ 
to appoint a committee, to sit ih thé recess of eongress, to Be -de- 
nominated, ta committee of the states,” and to consist of one dele- 
gate fiom edeh state; anil to appuint such other committees ad 
civil officers as may be necessary for managmy the general affairs ot 
the Umted States under their direction; to appoint one of their 
number to preside, provided that ho person be allowéd:to serve in

ARTICLE XII 


All bills of credit emitted, moneys berrowed, and debts contraet- 
ed by or under the authority of Congress, betore the assembling of 
the United States, in pursuance of the present confederation, shall be 
deemed and considered as a charge against the United States, for 
payment and satisfaction whereof the said United States and the pub- 
lic faith are hereby solemnly pledged. 


ARTICLE XII. 


Every state shall abide by the determinations of the United States, 
in Congress assembled, on all questions which by this confederation 
are submitted to them. And the articles of this confederation shall 
be inviolably observed by every state, and the Union shall be per- 
petual; nor shall any alteration at any time hereafter be made in 
any of them, unless such alteration be agreed to in a Congress of 
the United States, and be afterwards confirmed by the lecislatures 
of every state. 

And whereas it hath pleased the great Governor of the world to. 
incline the hearts of the legislatures we respectfully represent in 
Congress, to approve of, and te authorize us to ratify the said ati- 
cles of confederation and perpetual union, Know ye, that we, the un- 
dersigned delegates, by virtue of the power and authority to us giv- 
en for that purpose, do, by these presents; in the name and in be- 
half of our respective constituents, fully and entirely ratify and con- 
firm each and every of the said artietes. of confederation and perpet~ 
ual union, and all and singular the matters and things therein 
contained. And we do further solemnly plight and engage the faith 
of our respective constituents, that they shall abide by the determi- 
nations of the United States, in Congress assembled, on all questions. 
which by the said confederation are submitted to them; and that the 
articles thereof shall be inviolably observed by the states. we res- 
pectively represent, and thatthe Union shall be perpetual. 
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In witness whereof, wè haye herevinto set our hands, in Congress.

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AN ORDINANCE, 


FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE TERRITORY OF THE UNITED STATES, 
NORTH-WEST OF 1HE RIVER OHEO. 


Be it ordained by the United States, in Congress assembled, That 
the said territory, for the purposes of temporary goveinment, te 
one district; subject, however, to be divided into two districts, as 
future circumstantes may, ım the opinion of Congress, make it 
expedient. 

Be it ordained by the authority aforesaid, That the estates both 
of resident and non-resident proprieters in the said territory, dying 
intestate, shall descend to and be distiibuted among their children, 
and the descendants of a deceased child, in equal parts; the 
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descendahts oča deceased child or:grand child} to: take a share! of 
their deceised!parent‘in equal parts aoig them; ahd where terè 
shall be wo clnidren: or descendants; thér mi equal: parts td'the next 
of kin, in equal degreg,. and antoye collaterals, the ¢hildvén.ofa 
deceased brother or siste) of the intestate, shall have, in equal parts 
among. thém,. their deceased parent's share; and thtre ‘sliall, im"no 
casé, be a distinétidn between kindred of the whole and half bléod; 
saving, ın all cases, to the widolw’of. tre intestate her third part of 
the real estate for life, and one third patt ofthe persohal-estate, 
aid this law relative to descents and dower shali remain in full fotce 
until altered by the legislature of the district. And until the’ gow 
ermor and’ judges shall adopt laws, as hereinaftet mentioned, estates 
in the said territory may be devised or bequesthéd by: wills:ia 
whiting, signed and sealed by him or her, in whom the estate may 
be, (beng ef full age,) and attested by three witnesses; and real 
estates may be conveyed by lease and release, or bargain and sale: 
signed, seated and délivered by the person, being of full age, im 
whom the estate may be, and attested by two witnesses, provided 
such wills be duly poved, such eonveyancés be acknowledged,” or 
the execubon thereof duly proved, and be recorded withii one ‘year 
after proper magistrates, courts and registers shall be appomttd fot 
that purpose; and personal property may be ‘transferred -by de- 
hvery; savmg, however, to the French and Canadian inhabitants, 
and other settlers of the Kaskaskras, Saint Vincents, and the weigh- 
boumg villages, who have heretofoié professed themselves citizens 
of Virginia, théeit laws and customs now in force among them, 
relative to the descent and conveyance of property. 

Be it ordained by the authority aforesaid, That there shall be 
appointed, from time to time, by Congress, a governor, whose com- 
mission shall continue in force for the-term of three years, unless 
sooner revoked by Convress; he shall reside am the district, and 
have a freehold estate therein, in one thousand acres of land, while 
in the exercise of his office. 

There shall be appointed from tıme to time, by Congress, a sec- 
retay whose commission shall continue in force for fou vears, 
unless sooner revoked; he shall reside in the district, and have a 
freehold estate therein, in five huadred acres of land whilean the 
exercise of his office, It shall be his duty te keep and preserve the

Previous to the organization of: the general assembly, the gover- 
noi shall appomt such magisiates and other civil officers, im each 
county or township, as he shall fnd necessary for the preservation 
of peaca and good.order inthe same, Aftei the general assembly 
shall be organized, the powers, and duties of the magistrates and 
ather civil officers shall be regulated and defined by the said assem- 
bly, but all magistrates and other civil officers, not herein otherwise 
directed, shall, during the continuance of this temporary govern- 
ment, be appointed by the governor, 

For the prevention ol crimes and- injuries, the laws to be adopted. 
or made, shall have force im all parts of the district, and for the 
execution of process, eyiminal and civil, the governor shall make 
proper divistons thereof, and he shall proceed irom time to time, as 
circumstances may 1eqmre, to lay out the parts of the district, in 
` which the. Indian titles shall have been extinguished, into counties 
and. townships, subject, however, to such alterations as may there- 
after be made by the legislatuie. , ; 

So soon as there shall be five thousand free male inhabitants of 
full age, in the district, upon giving proof thereof to the governor, 
they shall receve authority, with time and place, to elect represen- 
tatiyes fiom their counties p townships, to represent them in the 
general assembly: Provided, That for every five hundred free 
male mhabitants, there shall be one representative, and so on pro- 
gressively with the number of free male inhabitants, shall the right

OF THE UNITED STATES. 


COPIED FROM, AND COMPARED WITH, THE ROLL IN THE DEPART- 
MENT OF STATE. 


We, the people of the United States, in order to form a more per- 
fect,union, establish justice, insure domestic tranquility, provide 
for the common defence, promote the general welfare, and secure 
the blessings of liberty to ourselves and our posterity, do ordain 
and establish this constitution: for the United States of America. 


ARTICLE I. 
SECTION T. 


All legislative powers herein granted shall be vested in a Con- 
gress of the United States, which shall consist of a senate and 
house of representativés. 3 

- i SECTION IT. n 

The. house of representatives shall be composed of members 
chosen every second year by the people of the several states, and. 
the elegtors jn each state shall have the qualificationa reqnisite for 
electors of the most numerous bratich of the state legislature. « 
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No person shall be a representative who shall not. have attained. 
to the age of twenty-five years, and been sayen years a citizen of 
the United States, and who shall not, when elected, be an inhabi- 
tant of that.state 12 which he shall be chosen. o 

Representatives and direct taxes shall he apportioned among the 
several states which may bg included within. this Union, according 
to their respective numbers, which shall be determined by adding to 
the whole number of free persons, including those hound to service 
for a term of years, and excluding indians not taxed, three fifths of 
all other persons. The actual enumeration shall be made within 
three years after the first meeting of the Congress of the United 
States, and within every subsequent term of ten years, in such man- 
ner as they shall by law direct. The number of representatives 
shall mot exceed one for every.thirty thousand, but each state shall 
have at least one representative, and until such enumeration shall 
be made, the statd of New Hampshire shall be entitled to choose 
three, Massachusetts eight, Rhode Island and Providence Planta» 
tions one, Connecticut five, New Youk six, New Jersey four, Penn- 
sylvania eight, Delaware one, Maryland six, Virginia ten, North 
Carolina five, South Carolina five, and Georgia thiee. : 

When vacancies happen in the representation from any state, the 
executive authorify thereof shall issue writs of election te fill such 
vacancies. 

The house of representatives shall choose their speaker and other 
officers; and shall have the sole power of impeachment. 


SECTION CII. 


The senate of the United States shall be composed of tio senators 
frm each state, chosen by the legislature thereof, for six years; 
atid tach senator shall have one vote. 

Immediately after they shall be assembled in consequence of the 
first election, they shall be divided as equally as may be into three 
classes. The seats of the senators of the first class shall be vacated 
at the expiration of the second year, of the second class at the ex- 
piration of the fourth year, and of the thitd class at the expiration 
of the sixth year, so that one third may be chosen every second

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AMENDMENTS 


TO THE CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES, RATIFIED ACCORDING 


TO THE PROVISIONS OF THE FIFTH ARTICLE OF THE FOREGOING 
CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE J. 


Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment of relig« 
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ion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof; or abridging the free- 
dom of speech, or of the press; or the right of the people peaceably 
to assemble, and to Petition the government for a redress of griév- 
ances, 


ARTICLE II. 


A well regulated militia, heing necessary to the security ofa free 
state, the Light of the people to keep and bear arms, shall not be 
infringed. 

ARTICLE MI. 


No soldier shall, in time of peace be quartered in any house, 
without the consent of the owner, nor in a time of war, but in a 
manner to be prescribed by law. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The right of the people to be secure in their persons, houses, 
papers, and effects, against unreasonable searches and seizures, 
shall not be violated, and no warrants shall issue, but upon probable 
cause, supported. by oath or affirmation, and particularly describing 
the place to be searched, and the person or things to be seized. 


ARTICLE Y. 


No person shall beheld to answer for a capital, or otherwise in- 
famous crime, unless on a presentment or indictment of a grand 
jury, except in cases arising in the land or naval forces, or in the 
militia, when in actual service in time-of war or public danger; nor 
shall any person be subject forthe same offence to be twice put in jeop- 
ardy of life or limb; nor shall be compelled in any criminal case to be a 
witness against himself, nor be deprived of life, liberty, or property, 
without due process of Jaw, nor shall private property be taken for 
public use, without just compensation. 


ARTICLE VI. 


In all criminal prosecutions, the accused shall enjoy the right to 
a speedy and public trial, by an impartial jury of the state and dis- 
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trict wherein the crime shall have been committed, which district 
shall have been previously ascertained by law, and to be informed 
of the nature and cause of the accusation; to be confronted with the 
witnesses against him, to have compulsory process for obtaining 
witnesses in his favor, and to have the assistance of counsel for his 
defence. L ©: 


{ARTICLE VII. 


In suits at common law, where the value in controversy shall ex- 
ceed. twenty dollars, the right of trial by jwy shall be preserved, 
and no fact tried by a jury, shall be otherwise 1e-examined in any 
court of the United States, than according io the rules of the com- 
mon law.

SECTION I. 

Any alien, being a free white person, may be admitted to become 
a citizen of the United States, or any of them, on the following 
conditions, and not otherwise: 

First-—That he shall have declared, on oath or affirmation, be- 
fore the supreme, superior, district, or circuit court, of some one 
of the states, or of the territorial districts of the United States, or 
a circuit or district court of the United States, or before the clerk 
of either of such courts, two years at least, before his admission; 
that it was bonafide his intention to become a citizen of the United 
States, and to renounce forever all allegiance and fidelity to any 
foreign prince, potentate, state, or sovereipnty whatever, and, par- 
ticularly, by name, the prince, potentate, state, or sovereignty 
whereof such alien may, at the time, be a citizen or subject. 

Second—That he shall, at the time of his application to be ad- 
mitted, declare on oath or affirmation, before some one of the courts 
aforesaid, that he will support the Constitution of the Umted States, 
and that he doth absolutely and entirely renounce and abjure all 
allegiance and fidelity to every foreign prince, potentate, state or 
sovereignty whatsoever, and particularly, by name the prince, po- 
tentate, state, or sovereignty whereof he was a citizen or subject; 
which proceedings shall be recorded by the clerk-of the court. 

Thi: d—That the court admitting such alien shall be satisfied that 
he has resided within the United States five years at least, and 
within the state or territory where such court is at the time held, 
one year at least; and 1t shall further appear to their satisfaction, 
that during that time, he has behaved as a man of good moral char- 
acter, attached to the principles of the constitution of the United 
States, and well disposed to the good ordér and happiness of the 
same: Provided, that the oath of the applicant shall, in no case, be 
allowed to prove his residence.

When any alien who shall have comphed with the first condition 
specified in the first section of the said original act (of 14th Apih 
1802) and who shall have pursued the directions prescribed in the 
second section of the said act, may die before he 1s actually natu- 
ralızed, the widow and the children of such alien shall be consid- 
ered as citizens of the United States, and shall be entitled to all 
rights and privileges as,such, upon taking the oaths prescribed by

No person who shall arrive in the United States after February the 
seventeenth, 1815, shall be admitted to become a citizen of the Uni- 
ted States, who shall not, for the continued term of five years, next 
preceding his admission, have resided within the United States, 
without being at any time during the said five years, out of the 
territory of the United States.

ABSTRACT OF CONVENTION MINUTES. 


“On the 15th March, 1849, the Convention appointed the follow- 
ing persons, a Committee to draft a Constitution for the State of 
Deseret, viz:

March 18th, 1849.—Albert Carrington, chairman of the Com- 
mittee, reported the following Constitution, which was read, and 
unanimously adopted by the Convention:— 


CONSTITUTION 
OF THE STATE OF DESERET. 


PREAMBLE, 


Wuereas, a large number of the citizens of the United States, 
before, and since the Treaty of Peace with the Republic of Mexico, 
emigrated to, and settled in that portion of the territory of the Uni- 
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ted States, lying west of the Rocky Mountains, and in the great in- 
terior Basin. of Upper California; and, 

Whereas, by reason of said. treaty, all civil organization, origina- 
ting from the Republic of Mexico became abrogated; and, - =

THererore, your Committee beg leave to recommend the , 


adoption of the'following CONSTITUTION, until the Congress of 
the United States shall otherwise provide for the Government of the , 
Territory, hereinafter named an described, by admitting us into 
the Union. WE, THE PEOPLE, Grateful to the Steman Brise 
for the blessings hitherto enjoyed, and feeling our dependence on 
Him for a continuation of those blessings, DO ORDAIN AND ESTAB- 
LISH A FREE AND Inpupsypext Governaent, by the name of the 
STATE OF DESERET; including all the territory of the United 
States, within the following boundaries, to wit: Commencing at the 
33°, north latitude where it crosses the 108°, longitude, west of 
Greenwich, thence running south and west to the northern boun- 
dary of Mexico; thence west to, and down the main channel of the 
Gila river, (or the northern line of Mexico,) and on the northern 
boundary of Lower California to the Pacific ocean; thence along 
the coast, north westerly to the 118°, 30’ of west longitude; 
thence North to where said line intersects the dividing aidge of the 
Sierra Nevada mountams, thence north along the summit of the 
Sierra Nevada mountains to the dividing range of mountains, that 
separate the waters flowmg into the Columbia river, fiom the 
waters running into the Great Basin; thence easterly along the 
dividing range of mountains that separate said waters flowing into 
the Columbia river on the north, fiom the waters flowing into the 
Great Basin on the south, to the summit of the Wind River cham 
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of mountains; thence south east and south by the didins range 
of mountains that separate the waters flowing into the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, from the waters flowing into the Gulf of F California, to the place 
of beginning; as set forth in a map drawn by Charles Preuss, and 
published by order of the Senate of the United States, in 1848.

Whereas, These inhuman practices are being daily 
enacted before our eyes in the midst of the white settle- 
ments, and within the organized counties of the Terri- 
tory; end when the inhabitants do not purchase or tiade 
for those so ollered for sale, they are generally doomed 
to the most miserable existence; suffering the tortures of 
every species of cruclty, until death kindly iclieves 
them and closes the revolting scenery: 

Wherefore, When all these fets are taken mto con- 
sideration, it becomes the duty of all humane and chris- 
tian people to extend unto this degraded and downtrod- 
den iace, such relief as can be awarded to them, ac- 
cording to their situation and circumstances; it therefore 
becomes necessary to consider; 

First, The circumstances of our location among these

" peproved.,, Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Utah, beg 
leave respectfully td represent to your honorable body, 
that it is with no ordinary feelings of interest that we 
witness the progress of events, which appear probable 

to result in the construction of a railway across the con- 
tinent. It is not deemed necessary at this late day to 

urge the importance and necessity of this great work, 

nor even its practicability, for these are questions which 

the intelligence of the people and their 1epesentatives 

have freely and fully discussed, and happily disposed 

of by the action of Congress, in authorizing reconnois- 

ances to ascertain the most practicable route. Hence 

our main object in this memorial is to give our candid 

views on what we deem the best route for the location 

of thé first line of railroad from the Missouri river to 

the Pacific ocean; this we shall do from reliable infor- 
mation in our possession, and in the briefest manner 
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that our judgment will admit, without entering into the Approved... 


detail of distances, elevations, and depressions, which 
can only be satisfactorily determined by the careful sur- 
vey necessary to finally locate the route. 

Without further preface, and with all due deferenee, 


in our judgment, the route in question should commencé ` 


at Counci] Bluff city, keep up the mam Platte to its 
south fork, and up the south fork to the proper point 
for diverging to the summit of the Black Hills, in the 
neighhorhood of what is known as the Box Elder pass; 
or commencing near the mouth of the Kansas, and 
keeping up that stream to the Republican fork, and up 
that to where you leave it to reach the same pass. A, 
glance at the mup will show the difference of distance 
between the Missouri river and said pass by the two 
named routes to be very trifling, and the grade would 
be equally low; and the amount of timber, grass, qual- 
ity of soil, climate, and facilities for settlement are 
almost or entirely identical. 

The Box Elder pass is a wide, low depression in the 
Black Hills, with very gentle ascent and descent; from 
this point the route is across the southern portion of the 
level, well watered, and grassy Laramie’s plas, to the 
Medicine Bow Bute; thence by gentle grade across the 
north fork of the Platte to alow, beautiful pass on the 
summit of the Rocky Mountains called Bridger’s pass. 
Here the route reaches the eastern out-crop of the rich 
and thick bituminous coal beds of the extensive 1egion 
drained by the waters of Muddy and Bitter erceks, 
whose strong indications of rich iron ore beds were 
also noticed, and pursues its easy ovade across Green 
river near the mouth of Henry’s fork, an afluent fiom 
the west, whose outlet is just abore Brown’s Hole; 
thence i eet at fork, and across Bear river and We- 
ber river by its lower kanyon into Kamas prairie, and 
down the Timpanogos or Provo river into Utah valley. 
From the mouth of the kanyon of Provo river by the 
north end of Utah lake to Walkers iiver pass in the 
Sierra Nevada, the face of the country Is nearly a dead 
level, with the exception of shert isolated ranges of 
mountains, which could easily be turned, if any were 
found on the line. Fiom all we can lemn, Walker's 
liver pass is the most eligible in the Sierra Nevada, any- 
where north of Walker’s pass, which is near latitude 
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35°, and of course much too far south. Between 
* Walker’s river pass and San Francisco, on a direct line, 
there is no unusual obstacle. 

The most casual inspection of any late map will dem- 
onstrate the route above indicated to be the shortest, 
most direct, and most central that can be located be- 
tween the Missouri river and San Francisco, by way of 
any practicable mountain passes now known. From the 
Box Eider pass to the uch valleys shirtiig the west 
base of the Wahsatch mountains, independent of the in- 

- exhaustible coal beds, and strongly mdicated iron Jus 
of Bitter creek, there are more tavorable Jocalities for 
settlements on and nea the line indicated, than on any 
other between the same parallels of longitude, unless a 
route is made extremely crooked, and solely with a 
view to a¢vommodate such locations. 

The mouth of the Timpanogos or Piovd kanyon opens 
immediately upon the enstern edge of Utah valley, and 
near Provo aty, which will, ere long, be rich and 
powerful, through skill and labor well applied to its 
abundant resources Th's iy the most eligible point for 
branching through a rich chain of fortunately located 
valleys to Oregon on the one hand, and San Diego on 
the other. From Jonguude 113° 30° ta the Sierra 
Nevada, there is but Httle chance for settlements, of 
much importance on any iraute. ; 

Having thus briefly expicssed our views upon this 
all-absorbing subject, we beg leave, with all deference, 
to express our firm conviction thatthe desired action on ` 
this subject by your honorable body, to render this a 
nalional work, is almost unanimously demanded by the 

whole country, and is entirely constitutional. all of 
which is respectfully submitted.

Unanimously Weare unanimously resolved, that we do for our- 
adopted Dec. selyes and our constituents most decidedly deprecate 
, ; 

the slanders and misrepresentations of all persons who 
know, or profess to know, the feelings and actions of the 
inhabitants of Utah, and when speaking or writing 
about them, put error for truth, and truth for error. 

And we deprecate the spirit that duces many of the 
reputed wise men of our nation to give heed to such 
foul and baseless calummies, to the retarding the on- 
ward tendency of all honquable efforts, and hindering 
the righteous progression of om Union as a whole, by 
constantly tending to create disaffection in its members, 
and, throwing impediments in the pathway of all im- 
provement. s 

We are further resolved that the conditional purchase, 
with the $20,C00 appropriated by Congress for erect- 
ing suitable buildings for the accommodation of the 
Legislative Assembly of Utah, of the main portion of 
the Counci) Horse, m Great Salt Lake City, was the 
most judicious temporary application of those means 
that the cucumstanees would admit of, both for the 
Assembly and the general government, thus saving an 
annual rent of some $4,000, which would soon have

States, or to those in the Golden State, $26,777.53 
have been economically and advantageously applied 
towards erecting the commodious south wing of the 
main building; and we confidently assert that no like 5 
appropriation has~ever been more judiciously managed, 
both for the interests of the General Government, and 
of a Tenitory, than this has been by Governor Young. ; 

The above amount is exclusive of the $1,669 50, 
which was expended in locating the site, and which the 
Department disallowed on the ground of its not being 
customary. $8,703.98 have been allowed, and accounts” 
for the $18,073.55 will be forwarded by the mail which 
goes out January 1, 1855.
